LONDON, Sept. 19.—Advices from Hiogo state 
thatthe Turkish man-of-war Ertogroul has 
foundered at sea and that 300 of her crew were 
drowned. The Ertzogroul was a wooden 
frigate-bullt cruiser of 3,344 tons displace- 
ment. She mounted forty-one guns of small 
caliber and was built fm 1863. Osman Pasha 
and Ali Pasha, envoys of the Sultan to the 
Emperor of Japan, were passengers and were 
drowned. 

OSMAN PASHA AMONG THE LOST. 

Osman Pasha, whose victory over the Rus- 
siansat Plevna gave him a high rank as a fight- 
ing general, was on board and was lost. He had 
been on an official visit te Japan, having been 
intrusted with a special mission from the Sul- 
tan to the Mikado. The progress of 
the Ertzogroul since she left Constan- 
tinople for the East many months ago, has 
been a most undignified and indicrous one. 
Leaving Turkey short of money it was under- 
stood that supplies were to be sentfor her 
use to the ports at which she Was to call, with 
the result that her sojourn in these countries 
was indefinitely prolonged as tdb 
officials at home were not able to keep their 
promise. Inthis way she has lost seme of 
her crew, and her officers were many times 
on the verge of rebellion, induced by starva- 
tion, while the Governors of the cities visited 
refused to remit harbor, dues and grant other 
privileges that were of 85 Aue ber asa 
Turkish man-of-war id that 
she was not sailing d the 
was not power enough en board ans her 
crew to fire the regulation salutes. After 
many adventures only worthy of an opera 
bouffe navy, the Ertzogr@ul finally. arrived 
in Japanese waters, and it wason her return 
voyage that the disaster occurred. 


Osman’s Career. 


As stated intbe above dispatches Osman 
Pasha made hisreputation at Plevna in 1877 
during the war between Russia and 
Turkey. Osman had to contend 
with a great amount of jealousy 
and his great generaiship was hindered 
accordingly. But after the Russians had been 
allowed to cross the Danube practically with- 
out oppesition they marched on towards Con- 
stantinople, and at Pleva, the junction of the 
roads from Widdin, Sofia, Shipka, Bida and 
Nikapoli, they found Osman with an army 
ready to resist their further advance. The 
village was of no importance in Itself, but was 
strongly fortified and one of the most bitter 
conflicts in modern military his- 
tory took place. Osman’s plan of de- 
fense was masterly, and when the 
Russians under Skobeloff made assaults on 
July 20 and 30, they were defeated with heavy 
loss. The news of the victories caused the 
Turks throughout the entire country 
to take heart, and the Russians 
bad to wan six weeks for rein- 
forcements. These arrived and on Sept. 
Tan assault was made, the battle lasting six 
days. The Russians failed to make an 
impression, and on O0. 24 
they formally invested the town. 
Osman held out till Dee, 10 
when he was compelled to surrender. He was 
heartily congratulated by the Russian officers 
for his gallantry. Since the war Osmar Pasha 
bas held several minor appointments under 
the Sultan. 


A Japanese Mali Steamer Lost. 
Lowpon, Sept. 19.—Advices from Hiogo 
state that the mail steamer Musaschi Maru 
has been lost off Coch! and that all of her 
crew, with the exception of one Japanese, 
were drowned,

LONDOR, Sept. 19.—John Dillen, after his 
arrest yesterday, told a correspondent that 
he was mystified astothe object of the Gov- 
ernment unless it was to prevent Mr. O’ Brien 
and himself from proceeding to America.

BERLIN, Sept. 19.— Herr Schmidt telegraphs 
officially from Zanzibar that neither at Dar- 
Esselaam nor at Bagamoyo has any prociama- 
tion with reference to slave trading Deen 
issued ; that no licenses have been granted to 
dealers; that no actions against freed slaves 
have ever occurred on the coast; that the 
statement that Zanzibar dealers have gene to 
the coast to engage in the slave trade is un- 
founded, and thatthe recent malicious and 
mendacious reports were spread for the pur- 
Pose of injuring the Germans. 

THE RESRTICTION OF SLAVERY. 

The Reichsanzeiger, recurring to the slave 
trade question, says: Determined as it has 
hitherto been to relentlessly oppose slave 
hunting and professional trading in slaves, 
the Government reserves to itself the choice 
of the proper moment to further restrict 
slavery.’’ The Reichsanzeiger then enters into a 
long explanation of the position of slaves on 
farms, plantations, ete. It says they may be 
sold with the property or change owners 
through exchange, bequest or donation. 
When the Sultan’s decrees were published, 
though they were invalid in German terri- 
tory, the home Government asked whether it 
was advisable to change the condition of 
household slaves, andthe Zanzibar officials 
replied in the negative.

; IN & DISABLED CONDITION: »

Eight of the Crew Lost and Many Injured— 
The Oyclone in Iowa—Father and Child 
Killed -- Washed Asheore—Fatal Boiler 
Explosion—Struck by a Locemetive—A 
Serious Runaway Accident. 


BysTON, Mass., Sept. 19,—The ship Chal- 
lenger of Bath, before reported, putin here 
in distress to-day, She has nothing but her 
fore and main lower masts with fore and 
mainyards standing. Oapt. Thompson re- 
ports having experienced adverse 
winds nearly the whole time ak- 
ter leaving West Hartlepool, until the 
hurricane of Aug. 31. Eight men were lost 
everboard and four isjured. During the 
threatening weather just preceding the harri- 
cane they had shortened most of the sails aud 
when the wind struck the ship all hands were 
aloft hauling in the others.

The Question of a Quorum Leads to Numer- 
ous Insinuatiens on Beth Sides—Nomi-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—In the House this 
mornihg Mr. Crisp of Georgia moved to 
amend the joursal of yesterday’s proceed- 
ings, but Mr. Dingley of Maine moved to lay 
this motion on the table. 

Mr. Dingley’$ motion on a rising vote was 
carried—yeas, 140; nays, and Mr. Crisp at 
once raised the point of no quorum. The 
Speaker counted 164 members present—a 
quorum- but Mr. Crisp challenged the cor- 
tectness of the count and asked for the ap- 
pointment of tellers to verify the count. 

The Speaker said he had taken great. pains 
in the count; had no doubt of its correctness, 
and deciared that the yeas had it; and that 
the amendment was laid on the table. 

A vote on the approvalof tne journal re- 
sulted—yeas, 162; nays, 2. Mr. Crisp raised 
the point of no quorum. 

The Speaker replied that Mr. De Haven of 
California was present, but had not voted. 
Tunis gentleman, together with the Speaker, 
made 166 members present, although the 
speaker was of the opinion that 164 members 
constituted a quorum. 

Mr. Crisp again challenged the correctness 
of the count. ; 
| The Speaker said that be bad twice care- 
fully counted the House, but as gentiemen 
other than members were admitted to the 
floor, the Speaker might have fallen inte 
error and he would therefore order tellers. 

Mr. McKinley thought that the Speaker 
should do so, even though a hundred mem- 
bers on the other side absented themselves in 
order to obstruct business. 

Mr. Crisp said that the Repudlleans must 
have a quorum of thelr own members when 
they desired to turn out a duly elected repre- 
sentative of the people. 

The Speaker said that no matter what the 
conduct of gentiemen who were obstructing 
legislation (if they were obstructing it) might 
be, it was desirable that no mistake be made in 


the count, Notwithstanding what might be 
thought by the House and the country of the 
acts which caused it to be done, he would 
order tellers. :

Summer Visitors in Maine, 


From the Boston Herald. 

The Maine Central estimate, based upon the 
careful figures of men familiar with the sub- 
ject, place the summer tourist travel this 
agason to Maine through all her gateways of 


travel at 100,000. One-tenth of this number, 
or 10,000, visit the seacoast reserts west of 
Portiand te the Piscataqua, from Casco Bay 
and the long line of beaches which stretch 
away from the harber lights of 
Portiand through Pine Point, arboro, 
Oid Orchard and Kennebunkport. Give 16, 
000 (a low estimate) to the steamboat lines en- 
ge | the ports of Portiand, the Kennebec, 
Penebscot and Passamaqueddy, and three- 
fourths, or 75,900, remain to pass through the 
rallread entrances to the great summer Etate. 
The Maine Central handled in August, 1890, 7,000 
more pieces of checked baggage than in Au-

Amusing Stery Frem Harvard, 
From the Book-Buyer. 
An amusing bit of a story cemes from Har- 
vard, and is vouched for as genuine. A West- 
ern business man, who had all his life heard 
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Curcaco, III., Sept. 19.—The rumor that 
Patriek McBryde, memberof the Executive 
Board ofthe United Mine Workers, was on 
his way to Springfleld yesterday from Penn- 
sylvania, to stir up the miners in this State 
and Indiana and order a strike, caused much 
excitement among operaters whose offices 
are in Chicage. The Brazil block coal people 
exhibited a contract that was binding on their 
Indiana workers until May 1, 1891, and they 
claimed it could not be their men who were 
going to strike. The same was true with the 
Wilmington and the Scott companies. During 
he day, however, a report was received from 
Southern Illinois saying that there can be but 
little doubt that a strike will de ordered in 
that region around Springfleld, Danville, 
Mount Olive and Belleville. The prices paid 
mine workers below Springfield are much less 
than those received in Indiana and North- 
ern Illinois. This, it Is said, has 
been due as much to lack of organi 
gation on the part of the workers 
as to any other cause, and the movement is 
with a view to bettering the condition of the 
10,000 minersin that locality. The Consoll- 
dated Coal Ce. alone has abeut eighty mines 
in operation, and it is supposed that the men 
will all walk out of these.

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ARMY PROMOTIONS. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE BILL PASSED YESTER- 
DAY BY CONGRESS. 


Several Changes Beneficial to the Service 
Provided For—Examination for Promo- 
tion and Ita Effects—The Retired List 
Change im Regimental Organization— 
Injustice and Favoritism Prevented, 


HE bill that bas just 

passed the House in 

reference to promotions 

and assignments in the 

army is regarded as 

one that will have a 

very decided influence 

fn the direction of im- 

provement of the ser- 

jee, and will tend to 

correct some of the 

inequalities that exist, 

and on account of 

which many officers 

have been deprived of 

the promotion that is their due. The bill has 

passed the Senate and House, and needs only 

the sanction of the President to become a law. 

It provides for changes in two respects—in 

regard to promotion, and in regard to rank of 
officers of the same grade, 

REGULATING PROMOTION. 

By its provisions all Iine officers must pass 
a satisfactory examination before they can be 
advanced to the next grade, and in case the 
examination is not successfully passed the 
officer shali be suspended from promotion for 
a year, and on a second failure to pass au ex- 
amination shail be honorably aischarged with 
a year’s pay. Should an officer be found in- 
capacitated for service on account of illness 
or injurios incident to the service the bill pro- 
vides that he shall be retired with the rank 
next above that which he holds. In case of 
the failure to pass the examination by officers 
who have served during the Rebellion, they 
shall not be discharged, but shall be placed 
upon the retired list and provision is made in 
the bill for the suspension of the laws limiting 
the number of this list as tar as 
retirements are concerned. This part 
of the bill will, uu is believed, in 
army circles, be of very decided benefit to the 
service. As far as the examination feature is 


concerned not much importance is attached 
to it, as a similar law regarding the engineer 
and other staff corps has long been in effect 
and experience has proved that rarely any 
failures to passthe examinations prescribed 
occur. 

A POPULAR FEATURE. 

The compulsory retirement for disability Is, 
however, considered to be of great import- 
ance, as officers who are not able to perform 
their duties will be removed from command 
and more active men substituted. Owing to 
the limitations placed by law on the retired 
list, it has often nappened that regiments, 
especially those belonging to the cavairy 
arm of the service, have been obliged 
to take the field under the command of sub- 
ordinates, all the field officers being incapaci- 
tated. A much more important provision of 
the bill is that which declares that in future 
officers shali be assigned to particular arms in 
the service, and not to particular regiments, 
and that they can be transferred from one 
regiment to another as the interest of 
the service demands. This provision 
was drawn to correct what is probably 
the most unjust feature of the service, the 
promotion of efficers under the rank of cap- 
tain in accordance with their regimental and 
not their lineal rahk. A second lieutenant 
who has the gooa fortune to be 
appointed to a regiment in which 
those above him are near the age of 
retirement may, under the present system, 
become a Captain, while one receiving his 
commission atthe same time, but who has 
been assigned to a regiment officered by young 
men, may not bave advanced a step. 

CORRECTING AN INJUSTICE. 

Army Officers are familiar with scores ot in- 
stances of this kind, but the most ageravated 
case occurred in 1876. A number of young 
graduates were assigned tothe Seventh Cav- 
alry and given the usual three months’ 
graduation leave. The Ouster massacre oc- 
cured, a large number of officers were Killed, 
and young second lieutenante who had 
never served with troops aday found them- 
selves promoted over some who had been in 
active service a dozen years, all beeause pro- 
motion below the grade of major was reg!i- 
mental, and lineal corps rank was not con- 
eidered. The present bill will correct this. 
In regard to the transfer of officers 
from one regiment to another, the effect, it is 
believed, will be equally good. Fora colonel 
to be at outs with one of bis officers is by no 
means an uncommon thing, and both parties 
may be anxiousjto separate. This cannot be 
done without an exchange, which can seldom 
be effected without * great loss 
of rank to the exchanging officer, as 
a transfer from one regiment to another can- 
not be made that will unfavorably affect the 
rank of any officer not exchanging. The fact 
that promotions must be made regimentaily 
sometimes enables a colonel to prectically

of rank due im. A case 
ofthis kind occurred la the First Infantry, 
which gave rise to no little discussion at the 
time. The ranking second lieutenant had a 
personal quarrel with Col. . R. Shafton, 
and such bitter feeling ex! that he de-

until he . promotion. The ad- 
vancemeat of the regimental adjutant to the 
rank of captain would, he moet give him 
his step, but the colonel deprived him of it by 
appointing a junior second lieutenant to tne 
vacant place, thus preventing the oocur- 
renee of a vacanoy and stopping promotion. 
The lieutenants, seeing that he had no chance 
of promotion whieh he had expected, ex- 
changed to another regiment with great loss 
of rank. As soon aa be left Col. Shafton re- 
lieved the second lieutenant, and followed 
the eustom of the service by appointing a 
first jieutenant to the place, thus promos ng 
the senior second lieutenant. The bili as 
drawn will prevent all such occurrences.
